Ves- 
sels with good ground tachle need not 
be afraid to anchor off the Bar taking 
care to anchor in 4 1 2 fathoms water 
in rough weather, and in fine weather 
they can anchor ın safety in 3 1-2 fa- 
thoms. When vessels are off the Bar 
in bad weather, a fire will be made on 
the Beach every night. I shall still 
continue to conduct the Pilotage as us- 
rat and so do my dutv at the hazard of 
my life.
